at the meeting, three of them rep- 
resenting Dixon now and one per- 
taining to poMible future develop- 
ment. 


The three maps of Dixon today 


showed factors such as land use, 
street widths, and street pave- 
ments. 


These maps constitute the foun- 


pation upon which proposed future 
developments can be based. 


Such knowledge must be avail- 


Able before planners' can consider 
topics such as zoning, routing of 
traffic, parking problems, and nu- 
merous other questions on area 
improvement.

Lawrence brought forth a few 


ideas pertaining to the future of 
the area. However, he empha- 
sized they were extremely tenta- 
tive. 


He outlined a system of one-way 


streets whereby traffic could be 
routed to avoid congestion in the 
downtown1 section of Dixon. 


Highlights of his proposals in- 


cluded making Galena and Peoria 
avenues, and Second and Third 
streets one-way thoroughfares. 


He suggested that Galena avenue 


be restricted to northbound traffic 
while Peoria avenue' handles south- 
bound, that Second street be desig- 
nated as eastbound and Third 
street as westbound.

NEW YORK OflP)—A new method of converting the rays 


from radio-active atoms directly into useful electricity has 
been announced by the Radio Corp. of America. 


The discovery may one day pro- 


vide a matchbox-size power unit 
good for 20 years for lighting 
homes, running refrigerators and 
radios and television sets. It also 
might run hearing aids and wrist- 
watch radios or be a nearly per- 
manent battery for automobiles. 


David Sarnoff, RCA board chair- 


man, announced the discovery 
Tuesday. 


Don't Split 


It is a little battery, smaller than 


the filter tip of a cigarette. Rays 
coming from a few salt grains of 
"cheap" radioactive atoms, which 
do not split, are turned into elec- 
tric current.

The new trick in the battery is to 
make each of these electrons from 
the strontium give birth to 200,000 
more electrons.

new draft; 


3. If Bricker and his'followers 


refused to accept this action, their 
alternative 
would be 
to vote 


against the revised version on 
passage. That evidently would 
mean the amendment would not 


muster the needed two-thirds ma. 
jority. It would thus be dead, and 
present 
constitutional provisions 


would remain intact. Bricker has 
said he would accept a Senate 
decision. 


4. A majority of the Senate 


could postpone a showdown by vot- 
ing to send the whole measure back 
to its Judiciary Committee for 
further study—as proposed by Sen. 
Morse (Ind-Ore). 


Ike's Opinion 


Eisenhower has said he would 


support an amendment which says 
that no treaty or international 
agreement can contravene the Con- 
stitution. But he obviously would 
rather have no amendment at all 
than one he contends would hamper 
American relatons with other na- 
tions.

BERLIN <£>)—Secretary of 


State Dulles urged the Berlin 
conference today to skip over 
action on Russia's proposal 
for a meeting with Commu- 
nist China and come to grips 
immediately with the prob- 
lems of German unification 
and European security. 


Dulles declared the Soviet de- 


mands for a five-power conference 
including the Peiping* government 
is primarily a device to .attempt 


to secure for that regime a posi- 
tion in the councils of the world 
which it has not earned or had ac- 
corded to it by the international 
community, generally, including 
the United Nations." 


"Certainly," he emphatically de- 


clared, "this four-power confer- 
ence is not th? place to decide that 
matter." 


Britain's Foreign Secretary Eden 


and France's Foreign Minister Bi- 
dault'concurred with Dulles on the 
rejection of the Soviet proposal. 


Molotov Statement 


After they spoke, Molotov—who 


had declined to start the debate 
on his own proposal—replied in a 
long statement which Western au- 
thorities described as contending 
the Big Five conference is urgent 
and should tackle the following is- 
sues : 
• 


1. Military questions such as dis- 


armament and reduction of forces. 


2. General relaxation of world 


tensions, including an examination 
of causes of tensions, and specifi- 
cally an improvement in relations 
with Communist China. 


3. Economic questions, tn this 
onnection, he made the point that 
he thought it abnormal that 800 
million Chinese and Russians and 
others in the Communist sphere 
should be cut off from fuller trade 
contacts with the rest of the world.

Challenge Doesn't Change Figures 


of Unemployment 


A while back Walter Reuther, president of the CIO and 


unofficial head of the Democratic party's labor division, chal- 
lenged the accuracy of the commerce department's unemploy- 
ment figures in rather accusing tones. He strongly implied 
that the department was hiding unemployment to conceal the 
seriousness of the decline in business. 


Later on, Sen. Paul Douglas, usually a bear for accuracy 


on economic data, echoed Reuther's challenge. 


What, actually, do the department's figures show? It 


was found that in/December there were 60,764,000 persons 
employed in the civilian labor force of the United States, and 
1,850,000 unemployed. 


Reuther says the true figure is upwards of 3,000,000. 


He did nbt," of course, pick this figure out of the air. Is there 
any plausible explanation for the disparity between his totals 
and the government's? 


Some analysts say there is. They point but that the 


government's way of measuring the unemployed has certain 
peculiarities. It describes a person as unemployed if he has 
no work and is looking for a job. But if a person is out of 
work, and is not seeking it, then, he is not listed as unem: 
ployed. 


Thus housewives, young people and oldsters; who are 


drawn into the labor force when things are booming and the 
job market is good, often drop completely out of the job 
market when boom operations taper off. They no longer 
seek. 


The difference between these nonseekers and the work- 


seekers is roughly tfie difference between Reuther's figures 
and the government's. 
/ 


You might argue that /the government system is a poor 


way to calculate the unemployment situation and the general 
condition of the economy, since it does not measure the full 
size ofithaimused, potentially usable labor force. But Re\i- 
ther and Douglas did not attack on that ground. 
»

To challenge, as they did, the accuracy of the gov- 


ernment's figures, seems quite unfair. They are compiled 
by the 'disinterested, unpolitical statisticians of the census 
bureau. Whatever the shortcomings of the method they fol- 
low, it is the same one they have been pursuing for a long 
time. They did not suddenly devise it to conceal a horren- 
dous condition of unemployment. 


Let the CIO or anybody else put what perspective they 


wish on federal unemployment statistics, by noting other 
data affecting the size of the labor force. But let them not 
impute dishonesty or concealment where it is clear none 
exists. 


Reuther and Douglas have been making cheap propa- 


ganda. For Douglas, this is uncommon. For Reuther, it is 
toe very stuff of life. 


Showing Faith in America 


Often one hears it said the Great Depression would not 


have been nearly so severe had America's business leaders 
boldly voiced their faith in our free country at that time, in- 
stead of cringing in defeat and, chopping their payrolls. 


By all reasonable measures, business today is off some- 


what from the staggering heights of the postwar period. A 
good deal of discussion is going on as to how serious the 
problem is. 


Without for a moment acknowledging that it is grave, 


one can at-this juncture nevertheless welcome a, heartening 
expression of faith in the future—the kind we did not get 
in the 1930's. And we have just had one, from Harlow H. 
Curtice, president of General Motors, the nation's largest 
producer of automobiles. 


Curtice said recently he looks for a strong, healthy 


economy in 1954, roughly equal in stature to 1953. To show 
that this belief was a concrete matter with General Motors, 
he then announced his company's intention to spend $1 bil- 
lion in expansion this year and in 1955. Certainly that is 
more than a token of faith in the still glowing prospect of 
American life in the years to come.

CIUDAD TRUJILLO, Dominican Republic—This nation is a fortress 


against Communism in Latin America and, thus inevitably it has been 
the butt of a great deal of scurrility of a standard type. The head man, 
Rafael L. Trujillo, always called the generalissimo and benefactor of 
the republic, has been depicted as a bloody-handed dictator and the 
marvelous reforms which he has wrought since 1930 are minimized as 
mere "material" gains. 
Nevertheless, Trujillo has accomplished 


miracles which are the greater in the light of the fact that our gov- 
ernment, under Roosevelt and Truman, harrassed him all the time. 


I had a visit with Trujillo a few days ago in his office in the mag- 


nificent capiiol which he built and he plainly showed his hatred of the 


Americans in the White House and State depart- 
ment who tried to help his enemies. I mentioned 
Eleanor Roosevelt and he shared my opinion, but 
the two individuals who are hated most are Spruille 
Braden and Ellis O. Briggs. who were ambassadors 
here before Eisenhower was elected. 


The Republic occupies about two-thirds of the 


island of Hispaniola. 
The other third, which is 


Haiti, lies to the west and is markedly "backward" 
by comparison. 
They were about alike until Tru- 


jillo 
came 
along and, like Mussolini, 
began 


hustling all over always in a thundering rush and 


accompanied by plenty of muscle, again like Mussolini, but also like 
Roosevelt and Truman, too, if you remember. He stood a fair chance 
of being potted had he not taken precautions. 


Trujillo.has built schools, waterworks, sewers and hospitals, a big

You take 
a chance of being knifed or garrotted on the streets and in the parks 
and subways of New York and the streets are a filthy disgrace, but 
there is almost no crime here and you could eat your lunch off any 
street in town.

There is a spirit and ap- 
pearance of happiness and friend- 
liness unlike any that I have ever 
seen anywhere elsg and to a North 
American, the absolute 
indiffer-

Some Parents' Questions 
Reflect Unnecessary Worry

Uncertainty as to whether a tra- 


gedy could have been prevented by 
different benavior certainly causes 
a great deal of mental suffering. 
As an example of this one mother 
wrote that she and her husband 
suffered the heartbreak of losing a 
baby girl two days after birth. 


The cause of the child's death 


was said to be heart disease, and 
the 
mother 
wanted 
to 
know 


whether the father's drinking could 
have had anything to do with it. 


To this it can be said that while 


there are other undesirable effects 
from excessive drinking, it is not 
thought a cause of heart disease, 
and the mother can at east be re- 
lieved on that score. 


Another question which comes 


from Mrs. A. has to do with the 
effect of cigaret smoke on a two- 
year-old child. The lady evidently 
does not approve of her neighbor. 
She says the neighbor smokes one 
or two packs of cigarets a day, 
and her apartment just reeks of 
this foul cigaret smoke. Her child, 
since the day she was born, has 
been inhaling all this smoke. The 
child (according to Mrs. A.) looks 
pale and eats like a bird. The mo- 
ther, she says, spends 95 per cent 
of her time smoking and watching 
television. 


First, it seems to me that much 


as she may disapprove, it is not 
Mrs. A's business. As to the health 
hazards, it can only be said that 


in the light of present knowledge, 
it is questionable that the child 
would be damaged by breathing 
second-hand tobacco smoke.

that her three-year-od 
daughter 


has such a good appetite and seemi 
to be gaining so much weight that 
she wants to know if she should be 
put on a diet. She also asks wheth- 
er soda pop and ice cream are fat- 
tening. 


To the last it can be "said that 


both are fattening, and scarcely 
constitute a good diet for a three- 
year-old child, except occasional- 
ly. As to whether the child should 
be put on a diet or not, that de- 
pends on whether the girl'is over- 
weight for her age and height. If 
she is, the pediatrician can readily 
tell the mother how she should be 
fed.

Finally, Mrs. C. asks my opinion 


about a six-month-old baby who 
cries himself to sleep every night, 
crying for a half hour at a time. 


It is not considered desirable to 


let a small baby cry too long since 
there is some increase in danger 
of rupture, and generally speak- 
ing, a small child who cries too 
much is uncomfortable in some 
way. On the other hand, even small 
babies like attention and try to get 
nway with things. If they find they 
ran get picked up by crying, they 
may develop this habit.

He was a great street talker in 


Athens, and the greatest street 
philosophers in New York are its 
cabbies. Their life on wheels puts 
them in a position to learn more 
about human nature than even the 
cops. ^And even Socrates might 
add to his wisdom by taking out 
a hack license. 


People here love to collect the 


fluiny remarks o{ taxi drivers, but 
one cabbie told me: 


"If I repeated the stupid things 


I have overheard some prominent 
people say in this cab—well, heads 
would roll." 


Cab drivers rise and fall in pub- 


lic esteem here like politicians. 
One year everybody thinks they 
are wonderful, and the next year— 
for no particular reason—every- 
body is down on them. 


Just Tension 


"I figure it's just tension," a

Secretary of Labor Mit- 
chell said Tuesday the adminis- 
tiation feels such a vote should 
precede an actual walkout. 


Reuther said this recommenda- 


tion is based on a "misconception 
that unions act contrary to the 
will of their members." 


All CIO unions, he told the com- 


mittee, now provide for "demo- 


cratic determination of strike ac- 
tion." 


He said the proposal is bound 
o "hamper rather than encour- 
age" 
collective 
bargaining. He 


also said it would extend "govern- 
ment interference" in labor-man- 
agement affairs. 


He accused Eisenhower of fail- 


ng to' fulfill a campaign promise

Jan. 25, 1954 


"Voice of the People" 


In your Jan. 13 issue you invite 


the citizen to write at least one 
letter a year to your paper with 
any idea or philosophy he may 
care to write. This public service 
is a blessing in the advancement 
of ideals, if used. 


We hear so much about juvenile 


delinquency and so little about the 
cause, curse or cure of it. In many 
cases a child is exposed to delin- 
quent parents, or delinquent asso- 
ciation in his community. He is a 
product of delinquent training. 


Human delinquency is contagi- 


ous and world-wide. Our youth are 
exposed to this delinquent society. 
In fighting this human curse, the 
practice of love and discipline in 
the home'should be the first step, 
with parents speaking and acting 
as good examples for their chil- 
dren. 


Our schools that require the 


three Rs should now require a 
complete textbook on moral stand- 
ards for all grades, including 
kindergarten. 
This 
new study 


should be the most important book 
in our schools in molding a good 
mental attitude in our youth. 


Shouldn't a child be taught right 


and good, if he is to know right 
and good? If a child can not get 
this training in his home, isn't it 
a public responsibility to see that 
it is taught in school? We should 
not blame the child before we cor- 
rect the delinquent training. We 
can apply the required text, and 
the study will sustain the child. 


Our forefathers who stressed the 


three Rs in the schools, also 
stressed another R at home, the 
rod. This new, needed study in our 
schools will help apart the rod in 
a child's future life. 


It is most important that a child 


acquire goodness in his heart at an 
early age. If we want a better 
world we first must have a better 
school teaching moral standards 
so that a chil dis molded into the 
right thoughts and understanding 
of truth and fairness toward hii 
fellow man. 


The understanding of rignt and 


good m the mind and'heart of a 
child develops strong mental sta- 
bility, which is the foundation of 
his whole life. We have- failed in 
teaching the evils of greed, jeal- 
ousy and hate, to which every 
child is exposed and to which the 
human race is strangled. 


Each advancing grade should 


study these truths of life, which 
would not conflict with any denom- 
inational belief, because all denom- 
inations need good in the mind and 
heart of their children. 


This is already a late time in 


our history to take a stand on hu- 
man delinquency in every way, 
and in all places. The schools 
should be our main front, where a 
stitch in time may save nine. 
• Isn't it the lack of a required 
study on moral standards we must 
correct, before we (can blame or 
correct the delinquent child, or im 
prove a delinquent world? Our 
teachers have been endlessly try- 
ing to do this job orally and by 
example without the use of a text- 
book on the subject. A textbook is 
most needed to help them expand 
this training. 


The children will cherish the 


study of good citizenship, and in 
turn they will teach the same to a 
delinquent world. Thi* is a delin- 
quent world, both in gossip and 
action, *> the evils of gossip need 
to be studied with evil action. The 
Golden Rule should become the 
general rule in every school child. 


Our educational system to de- 


linquent in its required study on 
moral behavior. Again, isn't it 
wrong; tor UtU delinquent society 
to blame the child before we cor- 
rect our delinquent schools? Moral 
study will mold the child into a 
right and good example for this 
delinquent world. There is no de- 
linquent child, it is rather a ne- 
glected child in a delinquent world.
